I>y  the  use  of  a  knuckle  joint  movement  very  slight  lap  is  needed,  and  almost 
instantaneous  opening  and  closing  are  secured  with  great  ea*e  of  action  under  the  most  extraordinary  i)res- 
sure.

In  this  country  one  of  the  largest  shipments  was  recently  made  to  the  Chicago  City  Railroad  Company  for  drawing  street  cable  cars 
consisting  of  two  engines,  36  X  72,  making  the  eleventh  consecutive  engine  sent  to  this  company."
